MOSCOW (AP)—The Soviet Un­ 
ion 
tonight 
sentenced 
Francis 
Gary Powers to prison and then 
permitted him to see his tearful 
wife behind the scenes at the 
courtroom where he was tried for 
his U2 spy flight. 
A military court gave the 31- 
year-old American pilot a 10-year 
sentence for espionage but modi­ 
fied that by specifying only three 
years are to be spent in prison. 
The rest of the sentence is cov­ 
ered by “deprivation of liberty.” 
That may mean assignment to a 
special colony with other prison­ 
ers, or possibly expulsion. 
May Ba Expelled 
It it entirely conceivable that 
Powers may be sent out of the 
Sov iet Union when his poison term 
is finished. There was nothing of­ 
ficial on this. 
Dut the feeling

Officials Feel Powers 
Faces No U.S. Charges 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 
WASHINGTON (Apl - Highly 
placed officials said today that 
U2 pilot Francis Gary Powers 
will not have to worry about pros­ 
ecution by the United States if 
the Soviet Union ever gives him 
freedom to return home. 
Neither the State Department, 
which has discussed the Powers 
case in the past, nor the Central 
Intelligence Agency 
which had 
charge of the U2 reconnaissance 
flights, would comment on Pow­ 
ers’ fate as 
his Moscow trial 
came to a close. 
Privately officials appear re­ 
lieved that the Soviet prosecution 
did not ask for o death sentence. 
They reasoned that the Commu­ 
nists have protested too long and 
too loudly against death penalties 
for Red spies in the West to take 
the life of Powers after his spec­ 
tacular show trial. 
Private Opinion 
The question of what should be 
done about Powers’ case if and 
when b t come* back to the Unit­ 


ed States is known to have re 
ceived study. 
Officials privately *tres*ed two 
points: 
1. From a political point of 
view, internal and international, 
it would be inadvisable for the 
United States to prosecute Pow­ 
ers. He apparently has won pub­ 
lic sympathy both in this coun­ 
try and abroad for his plight. 
Also the United States has noth­ 
ing to gain from keeping the 
Powers case alive as a propa­ 
ganda issue. 
2. The law on disclosure of in­ 
formation relating to secret oper­ 
ations is regarded within the gov­ 
ernment as applying only to vio­ 
lations within United States terri­ 
tory. In other words ii Powers’ 
disclosures about his U2 flights 
were violations of his agreement 
with CIA and the agreement pro­ 
vided penalties based on the pres­ 
ent law. which is understood to be 
the case, then the U. S. govern­ 
ment has no strong legal basis 
for prosecuting Power* anyway.

U. N. COUNCIL 
AWAITS CONGO 
CRISIS TALKS 


By MILTON BESSER 
UNITED NATIONS. N Y. (AP 
—The U.N. Security Council today 
awaited arrival of a Congolese 
delegation for another emergency 
session as concern mounted over 
worsening relations in the explo­ 
sive Congo. 


A clash between Congolese sol­ 
diers and U.N. Canadian troops 
at Leopoldville Thursday brought 
warnings from U.N. officials that 
their forces may resort to shooting 
if necessary. 


There were also reports Secre­ 
tary General Dag Hammarskjold 
had warned Africa’s U.N. repre­ 
sentatives that 
if disagreemem 
persists with Congo Premier Pa­ 
trice Lumumba's government, the 
U.N. might be forced to pull out 
the more than 11.000 troops it now 
has in the Congo. 


Big Four Moot 
In a determined bid to keep the 
Congo situation from collapsing 
altogether, Hammarskjold called 
in the chief U.N. representatives 
of the four major world powers 
Thursday. He reportedly stressed 
to them that Big Four unanimity 
was vital to avert complete chaas 
in the New African republic. 


Closeted with Hammarskjold for 
45 minutes in the unusual joint 
session were U. S. Ambassador 
Henry Cabot Lodge. Soviet Deputy- 
Foreign Minister Vasily V. Kuz­ 
netsov, British Minister Harold 
Beeley and French Ambassador 
Armand Belard. 


The Soviet Union has .sharply 
disputed 
Hammar.skjold's 
inter­ 
pretation of his powers under the 
council resolutions that created 
the U N. force. It has called for 
complete withdrawal of all Bel­ 
gian troops.

MILWAUKEE, Wis. (A P'-L ew 
Burdette, the Milwaukee Braves' 
fidgety right-hander who usually 
is tagged for plenty of hits but 
few runs, today joined baseball’s 
selective group of no-hit pitchers.

There 
are only sportsm en. They 
are 
state-trained and state-supported, 
although most of them hold jobs. 
They have one driving aim: to 
win more honors and glory for 
the Soviet Union. 
More Mature 


The Soviet 
athletes, 
hardened 
and conditioned by years of in­ 
tense training, are, on the whole, 
much 
more 
m ature 
than 
the 
Am erican stars they face from 
the other side of the Atlantic. 


“ I don’t understand why you 
keep sending new athletes into 
the O lym pics,” said one Russian 
athletic star. “ It seem s it would 
be much better if you used the 
sportsm en on the team before. 
Certainly they should profit by 
the experience.” 


It is im passible. To the non­ 
professional A m erican, sports can 
be only a sideline. Soon he must 
go on to greater responsibility. 
Way Of Lift 
For the Russian, sports offer 
prestige, security, a firm place 
in the Soviet way of life. There 
is no need to seek further. Sports­ 
men are the toast of the land. 
When a Soviet athlete reaches 
international stature, it is a com ­ 
mon practice to m ake him a post­ 
graduate student in physical cul­ 
ture. As such, he is paid 800 to 
1,000 rubles ($80 to $100 a m onth). 
M ustachioed Albert Azaryan, 31, 
winner (rf a gym nastic gold medal 
at Melbourne, w as for years o 
blacksm ith, Now he is a post­ 
graduate 
student.

Alexi M edvedev was a carpenter.

Most of the star athletes are 
post-graduates regardless of age 
or previous schooling. As such, 
they drow a stipend which is bet­ 
ter than the salary of most fac­ 
tory workers, doctors or lawyers.

And industry and trade is also 
learning that the totals of person 
a1 income as announced by the 
Commerce Department may have 
heir significance dulled by the 
ups and down.*- of the components 
of the totals 
The personal income of Amer­ 
icans hit a record annual rate of 
407 billion dollars rn July 
But 
manufacturing wages and salaries 
weie down more than 500 million 
dollars, and 
incomes from the 
service industries were practical­ 
ly unchanged 
The July gains were from a fed­ 
eral government pay hike of 800 
million dollars a year, a 500-mil­ 
lion pay gain in construction: and 
a 300-million annual rise in bene­ 
fits to the jobless, veterans, and 
social insurance, pensioners 
Federal employes ami cons: ruc­ 


tion workers may spend their ex­ 
tra money as they plea.se, but 
those receiving government bene­ 
fits are more likely to put their 
dollars into the necessities.

In and out of Parliament, he constantly fought for better conditions for miners, 
flower girls, people of the shops, chimney sweeps and even donkeys, who, thanks to his 
efforts, no longer were beaten with impunity by their owners. 
"I think,” Lord Shaftesbury wrote, "a man * religion, if it is worth anything, should 
enter into every sphere ot life and rule his conduct in every relation.”

T H E Q U EST FO R S E C U R IT Y ” 
“ In God We Trust.” We pass 
hat “word” along with the lowly 
penny: send it all over the na­ 
tion on the stamp of a past card. 
Every time we spend a penny or 
mail a post card you might well 
ask the question; Do we believe 
in God enough to really trust 
Him? 
One of the primary needs of 
man is to trust in something 
greater then himself. Every man 
regardless of age or position 
needs to feel secure. The small­ 
est child needs that secure feeling 
even as the oldest and wisest man 
needs to feel secure. From an 
cient times to the modern age 
there has always been, and shal 
always be “the quest for secu­ 
rity.” How much of our talk today 
is about security; about family 
security, social security, national 
security and collective aecurity? 
Can we think of anything that we 
need more? We want security 
against poverty, against sickness 
against 
unemployment, 
against 
old age. against war and death 
Life has always been a risky 
business. And because we know 
that we want some kind of insur­ 
ance against its perils. The ques­ 
tion is of old: Where shall we 
find it? The Psalmist found the 
aa«wer when he said; “I will lift 
my eyes unto the hills from 
whence cometh my help. My help 
cometh from the Lord who made 
heaven and earth” < Psalm 121:1). 


Running Circles 
It appears that in our great 
quest for security man has been 
running in circles failing to hear 
the words of Jesus: “Come un­ 
to Me all who labor and are 
heavy laden and I will give you 
rest” (Matthew ll:28 ►. We fail 
to see the God who stands omnip­ 
otent offering those who trust 
in security. 
We try to build towers of Babel 
when we already have a Jacob’s 
ladder. We try to create for our­ 


selves what God is offering us 
We have all worried about secu­ 
rity and survival. We find that our 
quest for security is destroying 
even our brotherly love by re­ 
moving us from faith in God. 
When we speak of security and 
survival, we must ask ourselves, 
what do we want to be secure in? 
What do we want to be secure 
from? Why do we want to sur­ 
vive? These are questions that 
might well lead us to see why 
treat civilizations declined a^d 


vive that we might enjoy that 
comfort? Have we come to the 
place where Rome began to tum­ 
ble? The place where we want 
comfort at any price? You must 
have noticed that the basic theme 
of our great advertising indus­ 
try Is that of comfort. And that 
the best political speeches con­ 
tain in them the promise of ease 
and comfort. 
Have we come so far from the 
slogan of “Give me liberty or give 
me death” that we have reached 
ell. Do we want to be secure in down to the slogan: “Give me 
mr comfort? Do we want to sur- comfort or I die’’? It seems that 


we live in an age which in its 
craving for security sees ease 
and comfort, as goals to be pur­ 
sued. and difficulties and hard­ 
ships as evils to avoid. What we 
seem to be overlooking is strength 
of character, national and per­ 
sonal. 


Need 
Courage 
What we really need to go along 
with our comfort Is courage and 
sympathy. Can we have courage 
without danger? Can we have 
sympathy without suffering? Can 
we have tenderness of heart with­ 
out weakness and pain? The near­ 


er we come to our goal of ease 
and comfort, the nearer we shall 
be to decay and destruction. Je­ 
sus did not say sit on your rock­ 
ing chairs and rock, but he did 
say. “Take up your cross and fol­ 
low Mel” Of course, we can’t even 
find our security in God without 
being ef God. Our quest should 
tie to know God as our Lord so 
that by knowing Him we might 
place our trust in Him. 
Many people are today turning 
to religion, some so they might 
learn to know their Maker and 
Redeemer and trust in Him, oth­ 


ers for what It can do for them 
in securing their comfort No man 
dare forget that although religion 
does great things for him it also 
expects great things from him. 
The way to a better world has 
always been up hill and rough 
going; it has always taken courage 
and conviction. 
If we are to have security today 
tomorrow and forever we must 
trust in God. lf we are to trust 
in God we must know God; if we 
are to know God we must have 
courage and conviction to follow 
Him where He leads us.

HARRISBURG (AP' — A Penn­ 
sylvania 
Turnpike 
official 
de­ 
clared today that the toll road 
has kept “right up with any other 
turnpike” 
in 
roadway 
mainte­ 
nance. 
Franklin V. Summers, turnpike 
operations director, admitted that 
severe winter weather left sections 
of the road in bad shape, espe­ 
cially on the western part of the 
superhighway. 
But he said all the necessary 
repairs will be completed before 
the end of the construction sea­ 
son. 
Built 20 Years Ago 
“ It’ll be finished before the win 
ter season starts,” Summer said. 
“we hope to have it completed 
by October.” 
The western section of the Turn­ 
pike, from Carlisle to Irwin, was 
built 20 years ago. It did not have 
a built-in drainage system as did 
the eastern section, which was 
constructed some IO years later. 
Summers said the commission 
knew there would have to be re­ 
pairs this year on some sections 
of the western roadway. But, he 
said, the winter weather was ex 
tam ely rough and caused more 
damage than expected. 
Resurfaced 27 Miles 
“Instead of the eight miles which 


we thought we would have to do,” 
he said, “we actually had to re­ 
surface 27 miles. It was unfortu­ 
nate it all fell in one section.” 
“The only way to repair it," 
he added, “was to shut down (two 
lanes of the four-lane road) and 
get it done as fast as possible. 
The closing of the two lanes for 
repairs left no room for passing 
and the commission set a 35-mile- 
per-hour speed limit on the entire 
section. 
Held Up Well 
With vehicles passing within a 
few feet of workmen reparing the 
road, Summers said, “wre had to 
have it to a point where we can 
control traffic.”

MOSCOW <AP) — A visitor to 
the Soviet Union is mildly sur­ 
prised at not seeing the Russians 
swinging from light pole to light 
pole and chinning themselves on 
the balcony of the Hotel Metropol. 
The Russians are daffy on the 
subject of gymnastics, and if they 
again walk off with team honors 
in the Olympic Games starting 
late this month in Rome, it will 
be mainly because of their ability 
to hurdle the long horse, tip-toc 
across the beam and do circus 
acts on the rings. 
Gymnastics are more than a 
sport with the Soviet Union. They 
are almost a Religion. 
National Sport 
“We feel gymnastics are the 
basis of all sports, the foundation 
of true body development,” says 
Konstantin Adrianov, chairman of 
the Soviet 
Olympic Committee. 
“You might call this our national 
sport.” 
Every school child is compelled 
to take a course in gymnastics, 
starting in the first grade. He 
may 
concentrate on a 
special 
sport, such as volleyball or bas­ 
ketball, later but his gymnastic 
training must continue. 
The Soviet Union claims it has 
77.000 gymnasts so finely trained 
that any one could tx? a candidate 
for the Olympic team. America 
can count its parallel bar and 
long horse specialists on its hands 
Won 23 Medals 
In the 1956 Olympics at Mel­ 
bourne, Russia won 23 of its % 
medals in gymnastics. The United 
States got none. In track and field, 
the 
showpiece 
of 
Die 
games, 
Americans collected 31 medals— 
gold, silver and bronze, compared 
with 22 for the Russians. 
It always has been a source of 
rancor with non-gymnastics mind­ 
ed nations that a well-executed 
somersault could count as much, 
for instance, as the two-day, 10- 
sport gruelling decathlon, or a 26- 
mile-plus marathon run. 
The number of possible gym­ 
nastics medals has been reduced 
by the new rule limiting a team 
championship to one instead of 
the usual six. but the Soviet Union 
should enjoy another cascade.

AUTHORITY HAS 


$20,000 LEFT 
IN SEWER FUND 


It was revealed at the August 
m eeting of the New Oxford Mu­ 
nicipal Authority in the borough 
office that about $20,000 rem ains 
in the sewer-water system fund 
and that most of the requisitions 
have been paid.

DEMOCRATS 
STRUGGLING 
Integration Showdown Near 
In New Orleans As Governor 
IN CONGRESS Takes Over Under State Law

WASHINGTON (AP) - Demo­ 
cratic 
leaders struggled 
today 
against Republican dissent and 
defections in their own ranks in 
their efforts to write a legislative 
record they 
hope 
will attract 
votes. 
Party leaders, obviously irked 
by the slow pace, took steps to 
speed action in a Congress ses­ 
sion they apparently think is mak­ 
ing them look bad politically. 
In the Senate these took the 
form of a quiet movement to cut 
down on the talk and get more 
votes on a pending bill to increase 
the minimum wage from $1 to 
$1.25 an hour. 
Try Again For Quorum 
In the House, Democratic lead­ 
ers tried for a fourth day to get 
a quorum so they could discon­ 
tinue futile daily sessions. They 
missed by three votes Wednesday 
getting half of the membership to 
answer the roll call. 
Actually, members had been 
told there would be no business 
this week and they could stay 
away until next Monday. But with 
Democrats making up two-thirds 
of the membership and the heavy 
absenteeism pointed up by daily 
quorum calls, the situation could 
be misunderstood by the folks 
back home. 
A 
movement 
was 
reported 
under way to jar loose from the 
House Rules Committee varying 
Senate and House versions of 
s c h o o l construction bills. The 
committee also is holding up a 
housing bill. 
Engineers Blirt Death 
In both houses leaders have to 
contend with Democrats who eith­ 
er openly or privately oppose par­ 
ty platform declarations. 
In the senate, Majority Leader 
Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas, the 
party vice presidential nominee, 
had to engineer the death of a 
civil rights bill because Southern 
Democrats would have tied up all 
business with a filibuster.

sacred hole in the ground in this 
quaint city gives hope to millions 
of Moslems that some day justice 
will fill the earth. 
The sacred hole is a cavern in­ 
side the walls of the Mosque of 
the Two Imams. It was in this 
cave that the Twelfth Imam, or 
.spiritual ruler, of the Shi ite sect 
of Islam disappeared in the year 
878 A D. 


Since the disappearance of Mo- 
harried Elmuntazar, Shi ites have 
r e f u s e d to recognize another 
imam. They believe that El Mun- 
tazar is not dead, but only ab­ 
sent. and that some day he will 
return as the "mahdi” who will 
fill the earth with justice. 
Faith Tenet 
This tenet of Shi ite faith pro­ 
vides a ray of hope to millions of 
I poverty-stricken people living the 
drabbest of lives in this sun­ 
baked desert land. And, symboli­ 
cally. Hie Mosque of the Two 
Imams rises above the filth and 
poverty around it to provide a 
glimpse of rare beauty to the 
thirsty, 
weary 
pilgrim 
coming 
from afar. 
Samaria is north of Baghdad 
across 70 miles of the dusty, 
colorless, flat plain of the Tigris 
Valley. 
Behind the town fliere rises an 
taller structure, a white, 
spiraling tower 150 feet high. This 
is the rare “ Zigguart" minaret of 
the crumbling Great Mosque of 
Samarra. Thus is one of the few 
I minarets remaining which was 
patterned after the pagan towers 
of ancient Babylon. 
Built Her* 
It was in 836 A D., during the 
golden age of Lslam. that one of; 
the caliphs of Baghdad decided to| 
build himself a new capital. He 
chose this site and built Samarra 
Samarra of today is a simple 
town, with most of its mud and 
brick house* and buildings clus­ 
tered together in disorderly fash­ 
ion. One wide street pierces the 
town and takes you to the open 
square in front of the mosque 
where the last imam disappeared.
